DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -2, 5, 7-1 7, 20, 22-27, 30 and 32-39 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Independent claims 1 , 15 and 26 overcome the related prior art of record [Stevens, 
TCP/IP Illustrated, Volume 1, Aweya, US Patent No. 7,047,312 and Boyd, US 
Publication No. 2004/0049580] as the combination of the references does not disclose 
the combination of limitations in claims 1,15 and 26, such as establishing a plurality of 
direct memory access connections with a virtual sliding window that is based on the 
active connection and also on the plurality of connections.
